The following information concemlne Air Force investigations of unusual 
aerial phenomena is submitted la answer to your request* 

In the Fall of I9V7 the United States Air Force took official notice of 
reports of so-called "flying saucer** because the reports from the public 
indicated that the problem might be related to the Air Force responsibility for 
the air defense of .the United States* 

On December 30, 19V? the Air Force directed its Air Materiel Command, at 
Vright -Patterson Air Force Ease, Dayton, Ohio, to eot up a project to collect and 
evaluate all available facte concerning "flying saucer" sightings. 



To perform this task the Air Materiel goganand obtained the services of 
civilian and military astronomers, psychologists, electronic specialists, 
meteorologists j aeronautical engineors, and physicists* 



On December 27, 19*19, after 375 reported sightings had been investigated, the 
Air Force, vith the concurrence of the Army end the Navy, announced the findings 
of the "flying saucer" projects 

The evidence at that time indicated that the majority of the reports of 
unidentified flyinjf objects could be accounted for as misinterpretations of 
various conventional objects, a mild form of hysteria, meteorological phenomena, 
light aberrations, or hoaxes. 

There remained, hovever, a number of unexplained sightings, and the Air 
Force has continued its investigations inasmuch as it is an Air Force responsi- 
bility to identify and analyse aorial phenomena that could possibly be a menace 
to the United States. 

Subsequent to December 19^9, these investigations have been conducted as 
a normal intelligence function, 2-athor than a special project, by tho Air 
Technical Intelligence Centor, Wright-tatters on Air Force Base, Dayton, Ohio* 
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To date, the Air Force has undertaken to investigate and analyze about 
l^OO reporto dealing with these phenomena. As before), most of the reports vere 
identified and disposed of as friendly aircraft erronoouely reported, known 
electronic and meteorological phenomena, light aberrations, hoaxes, and other 
known natural occurrences or nan-made objects. 

The unexplained reports, however, which are in the order of 20 percent of 
the total, cannot be definitely associated with these familiar things. 

D ifficulty in E valuating Reports 

The difficulty in disposing of those unexplained reports is based largely 
upon the insufficiency of accurate basic data such as eizo, shape, composition 
end flight characteristics (speed, acceleration, altitude, exact maneuver pattern, 
etc.) of the objects. 

Although some instruments which are useful In obtaining more accurate data 
of this type have been available, the reports based on sightings with these 
instruments have been very infrequent and comprise an extremely small percentage 
of the total. Moreover, oven these reports have not included much of the 
information required. 

Because of the inadequacy of this basic data, the Air Forco has in the past 
devoted its efforts primarily to determining whether these unexplained sightings 
indicated the existence of a menace to the Uhitod States. Initially it was 
believed that some pattern might evolve from the study of a large volume of 
reports* To date, no pattern has materialized to reveal anything whatsoever 
which can be interpreted as indicative of purpose or consistency or which can be 
construed as a menace to the United States. Nonetheless, since these unexplained 
sightings persist, the Air Force will continue its investigations, giving the 
problem adequate but not frantic attontion. 

It ie now felt, however, that reports from people whose training and 
experience in observing aerial objects qualify them to obtain essential data 
are the only ones likely to produco material suitablo for systematic analysis. 
The Air Force is planning to provido additional tools to help these observers 
obtain the basic data it neods. 

Reports of similar phenomena go back to Biblical times. There have been 
flurries of them in various centuries* The current sericB of sightings began 
generally in 19^6, 

There are m^y reasons why the volume of these reports has increased 
materially during tho past few years. Aerial activity originated by man has 
increased, and people today have a greater curiosity about this activity than 
before. Also, our present efficient communication facilitios and news media 
provide on incentive for reporting unusual observations, for publicizing them 
and for recording them. However, tho ability to meaeuro these phenomena docs 
not seem to have advanced in stop with opportunities for observing them. Tho 
t Air Force believes that most of these phenomena will gradually bo understood , 
as more is known about occurrences In the upper atmosphoro. 



Source of Boports 



The majority of reports of aerial phononona havo come from civilians* About 
8 percent cone from civil airlinc3 pilots, vhile approximately 25 percent aro 
reported "by military personnel. Reports havo teen received also from highly 
qualified scientists. Although primary significance ie attached to repor o from 
gualifiod obeorvors, there is no intention to discredit untrained observers. 

Radar Sightings 

The Air Force has received many reports of unusual images on radar scopes. 
It is fairly veil established that sono of these Images are ground objects 
reflected from a layer of varm air above the earth (a temperature inversion). 

Temperature inveroion reflections can givo a return on a radar scope that 
is as sharp as that received from an aircraft, Spoed ranges of theeo returns 
are reportedly from zero to fantastic speods. The "objects" also appear to move 
in all directions * 

Such radar sightings havo resultod in hundreds of fruitless intercept 
efforts. 

One scientific theory holds that light can bo similarly reflected from a 
layer of warm air above the earth and, if provon to bo corroct, this could 
account for some visual sightings. 

Bearing out the theory of temperature inversion reflection is an incident 
vhlch occurred in January 1951 near Oakridgc, Tenncssco. Two Air Force aircraft 
attempted to intercept an unidentified "objoct" and actually established a radar 
"lock" on the object. Their altitude at the time vas 7,000 feet. The unidentifie 
object, according to their radar, appeared to be at an elevation of ton to 25 
degrees. Throe passes vere made in an attempt to close on the objoct. In each 
instance the pilots reported that their radar led them first upward and then 
down toward a specific point on the grounds 

Ionized clouds are believed to bo the causo of some unidentifiod radar 
returns. Thunderstorm activity is identifiable by radar, and radar is used for 
the purpose of avoiding thunderstorms. In addition, radar has picked up many 
objects first reported as "unidentifiod phenomena" which vere lator identified 
as aircraft, birds, balloons, ice formations in tho air, or other known aerial 
objects or manifestations* 

y Policy R egarding Attempt od Intercept ion 

No orders have been is sued by tho Air Defense Command to its fight or units 
to firo on unidentified aerial phenomena. Tho Air Pof onse Command is charged 
vith air defense of the Unitod States, and its mission is to attack anything 
airborne which io known or oppouro to bo bootile* Thio ohould not bo intorproted 
to ooon that our piloto will firo haphazardly on anything that flies.

Mot hod 3 of Evaluating 

The first ctcp in evaluating sightings of unusual aerial phenomena is to 
collect all available data end check it against known airborne objects euch es 
balloons, aircraft, missiles, notcoro, and weather phenomena. If otill unexplained, 
reports from reliable sources, vith sufficient details, arc turned over to 
specialists in various scientific fields for further analysis* 

Future Flans for Evaluating 

Ac etatod earlier, there is a need for hotter reports from trained observers 
uoing adequate equipment. The Air frorcc intondc to implement its present ctudy 
vith ina truants wherever possible. 

The recent development of special photographic equipment laay make It possible 
to gather data hitherto taiobtaina-blo through ordinary photographic methods. This 
equipment consists of a diffraction grating camera which oeparatoo light into its 
component parts (spectrum) and registers then on film. The principle involvod is 
that usod by astronomers in determining the composition of the stare. In tills 
manner A5r Force scientists may be ablo to determine the characteristics of the 
phenomena and subsequently identify the source. 

Another proposal involves the use of a continuously operating Schmidt 
telescope equipped vith a camera. This telescope has a vide aperture lens and 
is capable of covering a cono of 150 degrees or nearly the vholc 3ky from horizon 
to horizon. This equipment will make it possible to get on a series of photo- 
graphic plat oa a conpleto record of what happens in the sky at night. 

Vhot " Saucers" Are Not 

The Air Force has stated In the past, and roaf firms at tfcc present tine, that 
these unidentified aerial phenomena are not a secret weapon, nlooilo or aircraft, 
developed by the United States. None of the three nilitary departments nor any 
other agoncy in the government is conducting experiments, class if led or otherwise, 
vith flying objects which could be a basie for the reportod phenomena. As far ae 
is known there ic nothing in then that is associated vith material or vehicles 
that are dlrocted against the United States, from another country or from other 
planets ♦

The re- 
flection of a bright flash on one wing 
caught his eve. He turned ami, at a 
distance he thought was about twenty 
miles, saw what he took to be nine tail- 
less aircraft heading toward Mount 
Rainier. "I i ould si« (hi it outlines tjuite 
plainly against tin simw," Air l-orce 
Intelligence quoted him as saying. 
"They flew very close to the mountain- 
tops, directly south to southeast, down 
the hogVback of the range, flying like 
geese, in a diagonal, chainlikc line, as 
if they were linked together ... a chain 
of sauce Hike things at lea** five miles 
long, swerving in anil out of the high 
mountain peak*.

Reports of other phenomena having 
been seen in the skies appeared in the 
papers almost daily. Two Army officers 
at Fort Richards* »n, Alaska, reported 
fleeing a spherical object flying through 
the air at incredible speed and leav- 
ing no vapor trail; some fishermen off 
Newfoundland saw a series of aerial 
flashes, silver to reddish in color; a lady 
in Oregon watched a group «f saucers 
spell out "r-K-r-S-l," and alerted her 
neighbors to the presence of foreign 
a»ehlt praelii ing a seeret emle in mir 
sJkio; an Oklahoma Cily man a 
saucer "the bulk of six' J*-29s;' 1 and 
a prospector in the Cascade Moun- 
tains of Oregon saw six saucers in a 
group, banking in the sun — "round, 
silent, and not flying in formation.'* On 
the Fourth of July, there were twelve 
reports of saucers in widely separated 
pails of the Uniled Slates. One of 
these- saucers, sighted at Trenton, New 
Jersey, was traced to a

Fitts, an Ohio State Uni- 
versity psychologist who 
was for a time attached to 
Project Saucer, considered 
tin's crowded condition in 
the holiday skies the result 
of mass suggestibility, the 
same jumpy trait di.it 
caused Americans to sec 
Zeppelins overhead during 
and after the First World 
War. "Our graphs show 
that saucer incidents al- 
ways increase dramatically 
after publicity/ 1 he has 
since tnhl me.

People 
who were trained in air observation 
during the war have gone right on 
observing. Also, the public hasn't for- 
gotten that the atomic bomb was kept 
secret from it for three Ijrcars, This 
time, people w^nt to know what's cook- 
ing, so they look up." Major Hoggs 
s/ghed. "Time was when people used 
to make a wish if they saw a shoot 
inti star. Now they telephone the Air 
Force." 

Major Boggs and I pondered this 
tin romantic age in silence for a moment. 
Then he returned briskly to the prob- 
lems that had confronted the in vest >~ 
gators. **Thc one tangible thing we had 
to work on was the tact that the sky is 
full of things/' he said. "I can*t even 
come close to estimating the number of 
commercial and military aircraft up 
there at any given moment. Then, there 
arc more than Ave hundred outfits of 
one kind or another that release balloons 
from time to time. These ranee from 
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in tlic way it dtsapp< 
of si^ht. ^ 

Here, the cx|>erts prof* jui hope, 
was something Project Saucefcnuld get 
its teeth into. The whole flying-saucer 
mystery might he explained. The first 
step wits tn determine whether the ob- 
ject was an aircraft that hat! Keen par- 
illy objured hy a cloud or whose 
ipea ranee had been distorted by a rain* 
irm. Two hundred and twenty -five 
vilian and military flight schedules 
were analyzed, and it was found that 
one other plane, an Air Force C-47, 
had been near the Eastern airliner at 
the time the mysterious object was 
sighted. Conjecture about the C-47 
began to appear irrelevant, however, 
when the Macon ground crews agreed 
with Chiles and Whined that the thing 
thev had seen was going much faster 
than two hundred milts an hour, and 
*n f unless it dawdled around some- 
where, wouldn't have taken anything 
like an hour to get from Macon to 
Montgomery . 

Astronomers went to work on tbc 
problem. Dr. Hynek considered the 
possibility that a brilliant, slow-moving 
meteor might be the explanation. Vari- 
uus hits of the apparition's description 
riMiuiraL'ed this notion -"orange-red 
flame," *Vigar->hap<d, 0 "a treim ndoijs 
hurst of flame/* HJn fortunately, the 
llisiht schedule?* of meteors are not avail- 
able, and Dr. Hynek had no means of 
testing hi* hypothesis, "it will have to 
he left to the psychologists to tell us 
whether the immediate trail of a bright 
meteor could produce the subjective im- 
pression of a ship with lighted win- 
dows/' he wrote in a report on his 
findings. The psychologists expressed 
the opinion th.tt a meteor could indeed 
be mistaken for a space ship. Dr. Kitls, 
the Ohio Slate psychologist, observed 
that both Chiles and Whit ted were 
human and therefore as likely to be 
victims of mass suggestibility as any- 
one else. Dr. Kitts told me during a 
talk I had with him that psychologists 
are used to the fact that even people of 
high mental calibre often make mis- 
uk«-> nUnjt what thev see. "Also. I 
would like I" mal<* flu- j»»mf lh:il pilots 
are trained |o instrument V he 
"They grow very dependent on those 
ttrunients, and I don't know whether 
re necessarily sn|>crior observers 
out them.

"It was 
about six to eight inches in diameter, 
t'lear white, and completely round, with 
a sort of fuzz at the edges," Gorman 
Inter told investigators, adding that he 
saw "no outline of anything" around 
the edges. "It was blinking on and off. 
As I approached, however, the light sud- 
denly became steady and pulled into 
a sharp left hank. . . . I dived after it 
a n<1 brought my manifold pressure up 
tn sixty inches, but I couldn't catch up 
with the thing. It started gaining alti- 
tude and again made a left bank. I put 
my F-51 into a sharp turn and tried 
to cut the li^ht off in its turn, tty then, 
we were at a Unit seven thousand feet. 
Suddenly it made a sharp right turn 
and we headed straight at each other. 
Just when we were about to col lid e f 
I guess I got scared. I went into a dive 
;uul the light passed over in)' canopy at 
aUmt five hundred feel. I ben il ma tie 
a left circle about a thousand feet above, 
and I gave chase, again." Gorman fol- 
lowed i he light up to fourteen thousand 
feet, where, after another near collision, 
his ship went into a power stall and the 
light disappeared to the nor t Invest. 
Gorman noticed no sounds or exhaust- 
trail odors. He had gunned his plane 
up to four hundred miles an hour with- 
out gaining on the light. It was able to 
ma in li in an extremely steep angle of 
ascent, far greater than that uf his Air 
Force fighter. "When I attempted to 
turn with (the light J, I blacked out 
temporarily, due to excessive speed," he 
said. M 1 am in fairly good physical condi- 
tion and I do not believe there are many, 
if any, pilots who could withstand the 
turn and speed effected by that light and 
remain conscious. 9 

Project Saucer sns|>ected that Gor- 
man was lilting with a weather balloon. 
Fur one thing, it learned thai the Fargo 
weather Mat ion had released a lighted 
ha Hi Mm only ten minutes be ft ire Gor- 
man's patrol *topj>ed being routine. 
The object's steady, practical ly vertical 
climb suggested the behavior of a bal- 
loon. A technician who once worked on 
Project Saucer told me recently that 
chasing a weather balloon with an air- 
plane is comparable to diving to the 
bottom of a pool after a hollow rubber 
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holding one in my ov r~ — V he said. 
The rancher forwai : f\ find t<» 
Wright Field, where it w notified a* 
a remnant of one of the i mliary bal- 
loons the hopeful Japanese dispatched 
•cross the Pacific during the war in an 
effort to start forest fires. \ 

Even pictures taken of supposed sail- 
ers failed to impress the exports. There 
as the case of a man in Plincnix. 
Arizona, whu spotted a flat gray ob- 
ject •piralling up and down in the sky 
at a speed that he estimated at between 
four and five hundred miles an hour. 
He snapped two pictures of it with his 
Brownie. Prints were rushed to Project 
Saucer, and Dr. Irving Langmuir, the 
physicist and a Nobel Prize winner, was 
asked to study them. The distinguished 
scientist learned that a thunderstorm 
had occurred just before the picture- 
taking, and concluded that he was look- 
ing at a couple of rather poor dints 
nf a picie of 
the Wind. 
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AS time went on and the skies, appar- 
ently, continued to teem with Hy- 
ing saucers, the generals in the Penta- 
gon, warming to their task, decided to 
enlarge the scope of the inveMigatinn. 
Conunandeo of all Air I* one installa- 
tions in the country were ordered to 
assign Intelligence oflicers to hnik into 
nigh tings reported in their areas. The 
officers were instructed to solicit the as- 
sistance of municipal police officials, whn 
might Ik- familiar with the personalities 
of the saucer observers. The FJM. was 
also called upon for assistance, and as- 
signed agents to help interview people 
who reported that they had seen discs. 
The agents used a standard question- 
naire y drawn up hy Air Force Intelli 
gence, which called for such in forma* 
tion as the saucer's size, speed, color, 
and maneuvers. The information was 
usually transmitted to Wright Field, 
but some ntnrics were so obviously 
false and some "evidence" so obvious- 
ly trifling that the K.U.I, men didn't 
even bother to fill nut the question 
naire. In Seattle, for instance, an 
.domed woiti.oi tailed the police to in-

The object turned out 
i.Vto be a hollow, drum-shaped a II air 
4 made of plywood, with "USSR" crude- 
ly daubed on it in paint. An FJM. man 
found that a turpentine-soaked cloth 
had caused the flame. A practical joke, 
he decided. A farmer near Dan forth, 
Illinois, reported that a saucer had 
crash-landed in one of his fields and 
burned un a mtch " f w^t;d<_JThi> KJM. 
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Other elements of thi ^ problem 
were studied by Mich men j\ George 
, Valley, a nuclei r physicisi the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology; staff 
members of the research firm of Rand 
. Corporation; an assortment of phyrieists 
And aerodyna midst v who specialize in 

ithe study of the stratosphere And the 
space beyond it; and the electronics ex- 
pert* attached to the Cambridge Field 
Station. These men were all searching 
for physical rather than psychological 
explanations, and some fairly strange 
theories incurred to them— the pussibil* 
iiy that extraterrestrial animals were 
flying into our atmosphere^ for example. 
(No data tin ned up to support that ar- 
resting idea.) Tht* theorv that the qu- 
eers were hostile aircraft was earefolly 
studied and rejected, "The perform- 
ance* of these Mincers not only surpass 
the development of present science hut 
the development of present fietion-sei- 
encL- writers," i»m r scientist notitL The 
specialists also eunndered and rejected 
the concept of discs capable of riding thc 
air on beams or rays of v»itk- kind. They 
even speculated on whether the anti- 
gravity shield that H. (J> Wells thought 
up for his novel "The First Men in the 
Moon" would wort; it wooldii*!, tiny 
decided, Tlir supposition thai inn i plan- 
etary craft wert ' ttluz /.iog in at us was 
also discredited , despite its popularity 
with laymen.. Space slops, the scientists 
thought, would have to he so large and 
unwieldy that they couldn't possibly *ig- 
7„*ig as frivolously as the reported saucers 
did. Besides, a space ship, regardless of its 
size, could not, in the opinion of these 
men, carry sufficient foi l to remain for 
»ny length of time in the earth's dense 
atmosphere, The scientists noted, bin, 
that the supposed spacemen showed a re- 
markable lack of interest in the rest of 
the world, being, it would seem, almost 
unanimous hi their desire to see America 
first. "The small ana covered hy the 
disc barrage points strongly to the belief 
that the fljing objects arc «f earthly 
origin, he they physical or psycholog- 
ical/* one of tht- scientist*, reported.

By letter of August 26, 1 952, the Air Force requested 
that we examine the cap of Mr* flfeg^tfplMft* a scoutmaster 
at Vest Palm Beach, Florida, who claims that he observed a 

unidentified fly* r *9 object in a desolate area* He report 
that upon his investigation, a JMT object 30 feet in diam 
hovered over his head and shot a **red blob** which cause dk hiwrto / 
lose consciousness * The cap has some holes burned in it and it 
is reported that the hair on Desvergers* arms was singed. Th 
Air Force requested that we determine, if possible, from any 
residues left the nature of the residual material* 

The Air Force desires an oral report on this tonight* 
m e have finished the examination and are preparing to advise the 
Air Force as follows: 

1* There is, no residue which wqj^ld permit a determination 
as to the nature' of the material which caused the burns in the 
cap* In addition to the obvious burns, there is one minute burned 
area which is probably too small to have been oaused intentionally 
but more likely by a small hot ember* 

2* The bill and a large part of the edges of the cap 
are singed but the singeing is not uniform as would be expected 
if it had been caused at one time by a single flash of flame* The 
front edge of the cap bill is more severely singed than other . 
portions of the cap* This condition would not be expected if the 
source of the flame was directly overhead*

3* When the cap is observed from the front, the left f 
edge of the insignia and the fold in the blue cloth, there is an 
absence of singeing noted under the fold suggesting the possibility 
that the cap was not being worn when the singeing took place. 
It is noted that this fold "smooths out" when the cap is placed 
on the head*

The space-ships are described as "darting to and fro, like the flas 

of lightning" (Ezk. 1). "When they went they went in any of their 
four directions without turning as they went. In' whatever directio 
the front wheel (or ship) faced, the others followed without turnin 
as they went". Besides describing their unbelievable maneuverabili 
•without turning 11 , this also seems to claim that they flew in forma 
tion, following * leader (also see Ezk. lff:9). 

The fuel or power for there space-ships is found in the middle of t 
space-Bhip.

Iven God*s activities now become clearer; Cod's presence in scripture 
Is described "like birds hovering" (lea, 51*5), the fcovsring is a - 
hovering of some flying object. "Clouds" are called Sis chariot, with 
them comes the wind, fire and flame (Fs. 104). One reads of «a awift 
cloud" (isa. 10il), in ether words a epace-ship. Vote the following 
description! "Then the earth reeled and rockedi the foundations also 
of the mountains trembled and Quaked » because He was angry. Smoke vent 
up from His nostrils, and devouring fire from His mouthi g lowing goals 
flamed forth from Kim.

13)t Out of this cloud God harassed the 
Egyptians. In lea. 66, it is reported "for behold the Lord will come in 
fire and His chariots like the storj»-wind with flames of fire". And a- 
gain, "His chariots are like the whirlwind" (Jer. 4;13), Psalms 68:17, 
claime that God lived on Mount Sinai for a while with 20,000 chariots. 
Big "clouds- settled on Mount Sinai with "fire" and "smoke" for forty 
days, Moses was givsn the tablets of the law on this mountain, through 
the intervention of space-men, aw Paul tells us. Sinai seems to have 
been God's headquarters for a certain maneuver at this time. Space-men 
with their ships always seem to be present when Cod's people arc in dan- 
ger* Even a difficult passage like "And the * glory* or pe Lord went up 
from the midst of the city and stood upon the mountain".

THE EARTH SATELLITE ENIGMA — ARE THEY MOSCOW'S . . . METEORIC 
OR MARTIAN? Statements conflict, as usual. I first reported these two mys 
terious earth satellites in my April Newsletter . . * then again* following Lt.

I heard nothing more until Aug* 3 when Edward W, Hermann, special agent for 
McGraw-Hill Publications, told me Dave A rider ton. Engineering Editor of 
ftviation Week , had received a report from Dr. Lincoln La Paz regarding the 
satellites, and- that it would "appear in detail in a coming issue." In that a 
correspondent friend, Ted Bloecher of New York, tells me he tried dozens of 
new stands for the magazine, but to no avail ( indicating a sudden scarcity) Z 
will quote the August 23, 1954 issue of Aviation Week : 

"Pentagon scare over the observance of two previously unobserved satellites 
orbiting the earth had dissipated with the identification of the objects as na- 
tural, not artificial satellites. Or, Lincoln La Pat . . . headed the identificatic 
project* One satellite is orbiting about 400 miles out while the other track is 
600 miles from the earth* Pentagon thought the Russians had beaten the U.S. 
to space operations** 1 

Now, the rest of the story, thanks to Ted Bloecher. Says Ted: "Being of a 
nature that is naturally suspicious of anything printed, I wrote Dr. La Pax and 
requested that he verify this release, I received an answer yesterday, (Sept.! 
In his letter. Dr. La Paz regrets 'that Aviation Week T s misleading satellite 
story has received ftuch widesoread and uncritical publicity. 1 Enclosed also 
was the letter he (La Paz) had written to A. P. Strangely enough, the papers 
were content with carrying the false report, for I've seen no mention of Dr. 
La Paz's correction on this report* 19 

Following is copy of letter, in part, by Dr. La Paz, to the Associated Press: 

"Scientifically and militarily, the search for nearby satellites of the earth is 
one of the most important on which mankind has ever embarked. It is there- 
fore unfortunate, although not surprising, that false rumors are bound to be 
circulated in regard to the nature and results of this search* ~ 

"As regards the Aviation Week story on the satellite search, summarized in 
the A. P. release shown me, it is false in every particular insofar as referent 
tome is concerned.*,. No one representing Aviation Week baa questioned me* 
concerning any possible connection I may have with the satellite search prograi 
and no one whatever has been authorized to credit me with the activities attrib-

And from the Tribune, May 5: "Dr. Lincoln. La Paz spent his fir*t full day 
here, working with Dr. J.Stewart Williams and Dr. Clyde T.Hardy. On hi 
arrival here Monday night, Dr. La Paz said the hole must have been made b- 
a 'whopper' if it contains a meteorite. They decided to place a frame arour 
the crater and cover it with wire mesh. Workers will^tand on movable pla: 
and probe with a pipe. In this way they will know they"have probed every pi 
possible under the mesh. 

" 'My recommendation is that we excavate until we find what made the hole, 
said Dr. La Paz, who is credited with recovering the world's largest aeroli 
weighing more than one ton. ir * 

The incident occurred on May 1 bringing "500 phone calls" to the Logan Cit 1 
Police Dept. Residents reported their houses "shaken" and TV viewers sal 
their reception was disturbed. A check made later with Hill Air Force Bas 
and Salt Lake City indicated no planes in the area for several hours. A wai 
veteran described the 16 ft. wide and 6 ft. deep hole as looking like a "bomb 
crater. 11 Sod was found scattered in ail directions for more than 100 yards 

On Aug. 31 f '54, I wrote Dr. Clyde T. Hardy, geologist who worked on the pr- 
ject, asking if any substantial evidence as to its (the explosion**) source ha- 
been uncovered. Following is Dr. Hardy 1 s reply of Sept. 11, 1V54: 

"Reference is made to your letter of Aug. 31 re. the explosion and crater w> 
of Logan. Although a fireball was reported by several people previous to tt 
ground explosion. I am personally convinced that they were confused. , One 
pecially competent observer describes a ground flash only and he waa'Vavor 
situated to see all aspects of the occurrence. "

JET "EXPLODES' 1 CHASING UFQ NEAR UTICA, N, Y, : The gamy but iftuce 
phobic press tried pitting wit* with its readership. They handed the unsus- 
pecting reader a front page story without the facts, then ( see July 3 New T- 
Times! presented the facts in a separate story buried in the back pag4*. Re* 
^hey feared public reaction to saucer tragedy, viz: Capt. Mantell* But, wii 
didnHpit right with Ted Bloecher and others such as Lester S. Parker of Top 
Kansas. They correlated the loose ends: * 

Let's review one "end 1 * — the front page story: A jet fighter returning frorr 
"scramble" to investigate an "unidentified aircraft"* plunged into tiny Walea 
eleven miles southwest of Utica* about 12:30 P.M. t July 2, 1954. The plane 
crashed into an auto and two buildings killing four persons. 

The Air Force in Washington announced the F-94-C Starfire had been sent xl 
on **an active air defense intercept mission* 11 According to the U. P. releas 
of July 3, "Air- Force spokesmen said the cockpit of the plane . . - became ui 
bearably hot during the flight and that the pilot ordered his radar observer t 
bailout*** then bailed out himself at 7000 ft. " H _____ 

According to the A. P. release in New York Times July 3, "The air base (Gi 
AFB) said> * that fuel in the burning plane apparently had exploded when the , 
crashed. 1 They said it had not been determined whether an explosion occurr 
while the jet was in the air," 

"Later, " according to A. P. , "an AF spokesman in Washington said the intei 
cepted plane was one that had failed to file a flight plan with C, A* A* or. one 
that drifted off its announced flight path. " 

The U.F+ and A.P- stories of disaster were essentially true, but because o. 
"disaster" angle they designated the pursued object as a "plane" rather than 
UFO. Ted Bloecher, who did some checking, told me that his friend, Ed 
Wilkenson t listened to a broadcast which described the incident, thus: "Tha 
jet had successfully contacted the UFO but still could not identify it*' 1 

But Ted Bloecher f s real find was in the small item buried in the New York 1 
(July 3) back pages. It reads; 

*% silvery , balloon-like object floating high over the Utica area sent residenl 
rushing to their telephones to make inquiries of newspapers* police and radi 
stations.

"Col, Milton F* Summerfelt commandant of the Air Force Depot at Rome si 
the object appeared to be a plastic balloon about 40 ft. long and partially deflati 
K* theorized that it was making a gradual descent and said that if it still wei 
la the area tomorrow morning a plane would be sent to investigate, j 

"A Mohawk Airlines pilot estimated the altitude of the object at about 20, 000 J 
He said he saw a light apparently shining from it. "

MYSTERY METAL IGNITES ROAD: Woodside. California officials and resi 
dents were baffled by a shower of white-hot metal pallets, Aug. 27, 1954. Tl 
furore was triggered when a woman motorist saw a ""circle of fire" along 
Pertola Road* Later firemen found scores of small pieces of flaming metal 
burning the pavement over an area about 70 by 250 feet. The blacktop bubble 
where the metal burned into it and grass fires were started where the metal 
burned along the shoulders of the highway. A resident* Ignacio Miramontet 
reported hearing a loud explosion about 4:15 P.M. , tyit saw nothing* 

According to U. P. release, "Metallurgists and AF officials offered no solution 
for the white-hot pellets. a, San Mateo off icials reported the pellets ranging in ai 

from a dime to a 50 cent piece, and according to Woodside Fire Chief, John 
Volpaino.the metal shower burned holes in the road surface a quarter of an 
inch deep. "I just can't figure it out, 11 he said. "It has me completely my sti 
fied. " Deputy Sheriff Robert Benassini said the metal scraps had irregular 
marking and appeared to have come from a "cylindrical object. 11 

An Air Force spokesman advanced the theory, the metal came from jet plan 
exhaust pipes which reach extreme temperatures in flight. However, a che< 
with air bases disclosed no military jets were in the bay area Friday. (Than 
to Perry G. Powers of Duarte and an unnamed informant who sent in the sto: 
from San Fransisco Call Bulletin. ) w 

THE "SPLOTCHED PAINT MYSTERY" ; On the same date in Littla-fcollywoc 
in a community in the valley by the bay just north of San Fransisco County line, 
residents were baffled by a 11 splotched paint mystery 1 ! About half of the appro* 
mate 300 homes in the area were affected. One white stucco house turned pink 
a gray house splotched, a green house came out looking like a "marble cake. 11 
None of the residents had an explanation. 



THE CINCINNATI PAINT INCIDENT A PARALLEL PHENOMENON? 
Residents in Cincinnati, Sept. 11/54 had similar experiences. One Albert 
AUgeyer came home from work to find the bright yellow trim on his two-sto 
house stained to a "washed-out brown, almost black color." The stains woul 
rub off* without taking the hard top coat of paint, too. It looked like someone 
had used a blow -torch, and in some places the stains appeared In dirty brow 
rivulets. AUgeyer was certain that the stains weren't there the night before 
So was Howard May, neighbor, who received similar treatment. His" house 
trimmed in yellow too, as is another house across the street where stains 
appeared. — 

On Sept. 22, I talked with AUgeyer again and learned that the Kettering Lab I 
University of Cincinnati had taken air samples as well as specimens of the a 
lected paint. A Dr. Hughes explained that the mystery was caused by the ch 
cal reaction of hydrogen sulphide which could attack the lead in certain painl 
The Lab averred that the chemical probably emanated from the MiUcreek Va 
which runs near AUgeyer 's home, and which has since affected other homes 
the area. Although a Proctor and Gamble doctor who examined AUgeyer tot 
him that the chemical mentioned is not injurious to people, AUgeyer, five di 
after the incident complained of extreme swelling of both hands and eye lids. 
Described as some kind of allergy not hives, they offered no explanation.

In 1958 ve adopted the practice of once a year reviewing 

complaints received concerning existence of flying aaucers for the 

purpose of determining whether instructions in addition to those 

already issued to the field were necessary.

Stringfield to expect, "the biggest flury of 
unidentified flying objects sightings as a result of t"*i 
Russian nuclear explosions in the one hundred megaton 
range", Mr. Stringfield advised that the caller said 
to be prepared when confusion begins resulting from 
these sightings. The caller related that these sightings 
would be seen between certain dates, and that to the 
best of Mr. stringfield 1 s recollection, the caller 
stated, "Mark these dates, October 15 to October 19* 
during which will be the greatest incident in UFO

Mr. Stringfield advised that he was concerned 
about this telephone call in that if there were any truth 
in the matter, and if such sightings should occur, that 
it may cause panic among the populous in this country, 
and that further, that the caller seemed to speak very 
seriously, and there was no indication in the caller's 
voice or message to indicate that it was a Joke or a 
prank. 

Mr. Stringfield advised that it is not unusual > 

that he receives telephone calls concerning unidentified

The major part of his lecture was devoted to V¥>**v-~ 
explaining the occurrences in the Bible as they related ■ 
to the space people. He said that the only mention of Ood 
In the Bible Is In the beginning when the universe was being 
made. He said that after that all references are to "out 
of the sky" or "out of heaven." He said that this is due * 
to the fact that man, apace people, was made by Ood and 
th8t In the beginning of the world the space people cane 
to the earth and left animals here. These were the pre- 
historic animals which existed at a body temperature of 105 -^Su'-- 
degrees; however, a polar tilt occurred whereby the poles • 
ahlfted and the tropical climates became covered with - 
ice and vice versa. He said that then the apace people 
again put animals on the earth and this Is depicted In toe 
Bible as Noah's Ark. He said that after the polar tilt 
the temperature to auetain life was 98*6 degrees, which was 
suitable for space people, so they established a colony 
and left only males here, Intending to bring females at a :_• 
later date on supply ships.

He stated that the space people are now gravely 
concerned with our atom bombs. He said that the explosions 
of these bombs have upset the earth's rotation and, as in 
the instance of the French bomb explosion in North Africa, 
have actually caused earthquakes.

Michigan, was contacted at his request by Agents of this office 

on Karch 5, I960. 

Mr. Perry advised that he operates a Pizza House 
*t 3075 Edwards Street, Grand Blanc, and that he has been a 
professional photographer for thirty years. He explained 
that he has a hobby of taking photographs of the moon through 
a home-made telescope. At about 1:00 a.m. on February 21, 
I960, he took some photographs of the moon and after developing 
same, he put them in his viewer and in one photograph he 
observed what appears to be a flying object somewhere between ' 
the end of his telescope and the surface of the moon. Be aaid 
that when blown up, this object is flat on the bottom, is 
oval shaped, and appears to have a fluorescent glow around 
the entire object, and that It Is apparently moving as it 
has a vapor trail running behind it. - He has taken over one 
thousand pictures of the moon and has never seen anything 
resembling this object. 

Perry said that due to his thirty years 9 experience 
in photography, he is sure that what appears on the picture 
Is actually a flying object, and is not a malfunction of the 
camera, is not a blur on his telescope., and Is not anything 
that appears on the photo because of the manner In which he 

developed the film. Ferry took about twenty pictures of the 

moon on February 21, I960, and after developing them, be 
observed that most of the pictures were under-exposed, ao he 
just cut off the two that appeared to be properly exposed and 
destroyed the rest.

Perry advised he took the pictures with a 35 »>> (~ 3 
fietna German Camera using Super ansco Color Film, And he 
took these pictures through his home-made telescope which 
can go to 2,640 power.

For record purposes, SAC McMahon of the Phoenix Office 
advised at 3:21 p.m., 11/17/58, that on April 30, 1947, the above-captioned 
person reported to the Phoenix Office that he had taken photographs of what he 
believed to be flying discs, but he did not have the negatives of the pictures 
with him, promis ing he would bring them into the office the following day. On 
August 30," 1947, brought negatives of the photographs he allegedly 

took a t that time into the Phoenix Office and he was advised by S A ^flfl^fe 
MBLto- that the negatives were being accepted by the FBI for Air Force 
intelligence; that there was a question as to whe ther he would ever get the 
negatives back.

On Ueeenber 17 , 1969 the Secretary of the Air Force 
announced the termination of Project Blue Book, the Air Force J- . 
program for the investigation of UFus. m 

The decision to discontinue UFO investigations was based 
on an evaluation of a report prepared by the University of 
Colorado entitled, "Scientific Study of Unidentified Flying 
Objects;" a review of the University of Colorado's report by 
the National Academy of Sciences; past UFO studies? and Air 
Force experience investigating UFO reports during the past 
two decades . 

As a result of these investigations and studies , and 
experience gained from investigating UFO reports since 19«5B, 
the conclusions of Froject Blue Book are: (1) no UFO reported, 
investigated, and evaluated by the Air Force has ever given 
any indication of threat to our rational security; (2) there 
has been no evidence submitted to or discovered by the Air 
Force that sightings categorized as "unidentified" represent 
technological developments or principles beyond the range of 
present day scientific knowledge; and (3) there has been no 
evidence indicating that sightings categorized as "unidentified* 
are extraterrestrial vehicles. 

With the termination of Project Blue Book, the Air Force 
regulation establishing and controlling the program for invest- 
igating and analyzing UFOs was rescinded. All documentation 
regarding the former Blue Book investigation has been per- 
manently transferred to the Modern Military Branch, National 
Archives and Records Service, 8th and Pennsylvania Avenue, 
Washington, D.C. 20408, and is available for public review 
and analysis. 

Attached for your information is the Project Blue Book 
sighting summary for the period 1947-1969 • Also included is . 
a listing of UFO-related materials currently available. 

Since the termination of Project Blue Book, no evidence 
has been presented to indicate that further investigation of 
UFOs by the Air Force is warranted. In view of the consider-^ 
able Air Force commitment of resources in the past, and the 
extreme pressure on Air Force funds at this time, there is 
do likelihood of renewed Air Force involvement in this area.

t he if*, he had left hi* peaaport back home? He 
e e huge chuckle as he described to us how he 
managed to talk himself across the German 
tier. Luckily hi* wife had now aent the passport 

Wad flown across to Brussels a few day* before, 
September let and drank coffee m the airport 
ge with Pet M or let. May'** older eon, whilst we 
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waited an hour or ao for the Stecklrng'e pla o 
come in from Washington, via New York end Co- 
logne. They were flying LUFTHANSA. 

Patrick had them paged as the Cologne flight be- 
gan to etream into the arrival bay, everyone on the 
look-out for the baggage coming up on the wide 
moving belt from below. Mrs. Suxy Peeler*, May's 
lifelong friend, end Treasurer for the Belgian groups, 
arrived in her tiny Vofkevegen and emitingty greeted 
us, together with Philip. May'* younger eon. who had 
been filming the aircraft from the airport roof. We 
were all old friend*. Suzy wa* to help wfth extra 
transport back to Antwerp. 

We looked at the people who were coming ever 
to the inquiries desk; and the floor clattered with 
luggage-loaded trollies a* the passengers came away 
from Customs and began passing through the barr- 
iers, aome hurrying, eome looking lost, other* being 
greeted enthusiastically by waiting friend*. The huge 
hall rang with eoond, and above all were the die* 
embodied voices speaking loftily from many hidden 
loudspeaker). We wondered what Fred arid Ingrid 
would look h*e. 

A nept -looking couple with a boy of about seven 
•poke to one of the clerks at the inquiries desk. 
They turned and faced us a* the man pointed our 
way. 

Fred was about * foot 10, Ingrid about 5-7, Glenn 
was looking around him at the high roof of the foyer. 
Ingrid was en attractive young woman with natural 
blonde hair, atim and wearing a white, two-piece suit. 
She did not look the type one would expect to awe 
at a apeciat private meeting of member* of the 
United State* Senate Aeronautic* and Space Comm- 
ittee- 
Fred aeemed a rather serious-faced young man. 
Both were in their early thirties. Both were German* 
bom, naturalised American*. They had lived in Ca- 
nada for aome time prior to their arrival in the 
State*. Only little Glenn's voice wa* totally Ameri- 
can. 

So this was Fred Sieckfing, the young man who 
had not wished to "take over", m* George Adamski 
had hopad dunnq the last few days of his illness In 
Washington. O.C. As Fred aaid, no-one could take 
G.A.'s place. So it waa left et that. And George had 
died, not knowing. Or did he know, that wise old 
men? 

Madeleine and Fred and InQti^ had just gone on 
working as before, only much harder. Telling GX't 
etory, showing his film*, bothering the official* on 
Capitol Hill.

"Madeleine wai at the airport as we left Washing- 
ton.

Fred's rather serious face related a little as he 
spoke. One could see he wat no fanatic. Fred Stack- 
ting and Ingrid were not money-grabbing "contact- 
eet" making a fatt buck. They spoke quietly, but 
forcefully at times. Perhapt Fred could not quite 
shake off this feeling of having to convince someone 
ail the time. 

"Ronald," he said, after a rather long, somewhat 
tired silence. They'd been travelling for many, many 
hours. "Ronald, do you know, it'a juat as if they have 
our frequencies.

Ingrid wat about to burst in with wife -like enthusiasm 
but Fred's voice stopped her. "I had a birthday a 
while back," Fred went on.

Patrick swerved among the traffic on a bumpy 
patch of road.

Ingrid couldn't hold herself any longer. "And do 
you know, Ronald V she burst in, "Madeleine had the 
same thing happen on her birthday! Linda and some 
more friends were just being seen off from the house 
and they caUed out to Madeleine to look. And there

As we looked out at May't long lily-pond in the 
spacious lawn, the big, leafy trees almost overhang* 
ing the houte and splsshing the ground with shadow, 
Fred gave a little laugh to himself and glanced up 
at me.

There are a LOT of them around that area - I had 
my camera with me, this camera - and I ran off some 
film and I felt so gosh-dsrned pleased with myserfl 
O'you know something? I left the dust -cap onl" 

He told me of his talks with the Brothers. 

"D'you know, Ronald, when you're with them, you 
don't ASK questions. You don't think of rt. You just 
listen. It's at jf you are not meant to ask of things 
maybe they don't want you to know." 

Fred bit his Jip thoughfully. 

"One of them I can see several times a week. I 
know where he's working. I can tell you what sort 
of work he does, but not where." Fred told sea. 

"It's only once In a while we have a chance to 
talk. Maybe over a cup of coffee some place " 

He pauaed, then went on. 

'This one's from Venus." 

Fred't trip over hsd been delayed. Hans and t had 
had to change our bookings. Fred had told me on 
the trip up from the airport how someone, - he didn'i 
know who - hsd contacted the bank where Fred had 
arranged credit for the trip.

She also 
wrote that Fred had told her of two apace people, 
a Brother and a Siller, who were at May'i house on 
that first evening 

And going through Germany he had filmed a 
strange formation m the aky.

In February this year I received photostats of corr- 
espondence and eome stilt pictures from the film 
thai Fred Siockitng took whilst travelling by train 
between Mannheim and Frankfurt, in West Germany. 
The atills he had obtained by photographing from 
the screen, he said.

Representatives of the press were present at the 
showing. After H was over, I was asked if such a 
thing could happen m rest life, f replied that H could 
and gave the following explanation: 

The lightning bolt is Created from invisible par- 
ticles of matter that are fused together by the terr- 
ific heat of a natural electrical discharge. It is entirely 
possible for the millions of tons of debris that have 
been blown into the upper regions of the earth's 
atmosphere to come together and form an artificial 
asteroid. The larger the mass of debris, the more 
attraction H would have lor additional particles.** 

This picture alerted me to the possibility that rad- 
iation and fallout are not the only dangers we might 
be facing from our atomic explosions. 

Reports have come from Mexico stating that a 
nuge fireball crashed into a mountain just before the 
disastrous earthquake there m August of 1059. 

Recently several planes have reportedly hit objects 
from space. Some have survived; others have cras- 
hed to their doom. Could they have crashed into 
some of the high-energy pockets left by our explos- 
ions? 

Some of these man-made asteroids bum and glow, 
and could be mistaken for ordinary meteorites. This 
may also be the answer to some of the fireballs that 
have been reported. 

By the way of closing this chapter, J would like to 
reproduce m part a letter concerning the lecture in 
Amsterdam, sent to co-workers in The Netherlands 
area, ft was written by Miss Rey dAquila, dated 
June 13th, 1959, and reads as follows:

In antiquity and the Middle Ages human imaginat- 
ion was stirred fry an unusual star, now believed to 
be the Star of Bethlehem. The star was alleged to 
be able to move and atop. 

from that let us turn to the Christian Apocrypha* 
books banned by Church cenaorship from services 
and religious reading. The Apocrypha reflects man's 
efforts to explain the most dramatic mysteries of life. 
These books sometimes stand in direct contradiction 
of Church-approved testa. 

A familiar one about early Christianity is called 
The Tale About the Three Magi". The original vers- 
ion must have been written in Latin in the middle 
of the third century at the earliest, and later trans- 
lated into many languages.

The text contains a reference to "certain books" 
which claim that Christ came down from that star. 
"But it was different from the one pictured in our 
churches. It had wings, the kind an eagle has, and 
many long rays/ 1 , which sent it moving in a circle 
when it descended upon Mount Vans. 

This version of the old story unexpectedly introd- 
uces a new image and a new idea, both sharply at 
variance with the church tests. Without question, the 
apocryphal version is fantastic. But it ts hardly more 
fantastic than the approved 'canonic version. What 
was at the basis of the author a fantasy? That, too, 
ts shrouded in mystery. 

ANGELS IN FLYING MACHINES. 

The Dechany Monastery in Kosovskaya Metehia, 
Southern Yugoslavia, was built in the first halt of the 
14th century, and by 1350 contained numerous fresc- 
oes On subjects from the Old and New Testaments. 

an the spring of 1964 more frescoes were found in 
the monastery. The Yugoslav magazine Svet publis- 
hed photographs entitled: "Spaceships on the Dec- 
hany Crucifix, Sputniks m our frescoes, Could anci- 
ent icon -painters have depicted spaceships in Dec- 
tiany?" K did not take a journalists imagination to 
fkifjr yp titles like these. Dechany frescoes actually 
depict angels flying in spaceships tike the present 
sputniks. 

Two ships are shown flying one after the other 
from west to east Sitting, in the lead ship is a man 



without an angels halo. He holds an unst >-<Mrot 
column" and looks behind him as if watch the 
flight of his fellow-spaceman. Sitting in the space- 
ship following is another man, who also has nothing 
m common with the traditional angel and also baa 
one hand on the "controls". 

Both ships have stream lined bodies. Clearly visible 
jets in their wake eccentuete the impression of 
speed. 'The saints m the flying machines are in the 
position of pilots", says the magazine. 

Angels watching the flight cover their eyes end 
ears with their hands and seem to be backing away 
for fear of being blinded of deafened. Below, two 
groups are pictured, every fece portraying surprise, 
fear, or perpleiity. The centra] figure represents the 
Crucified Christ 

The fresco depicting the Resurrection of Christ 
looks just as odd. The Messiah looks as H he ts m a 
rocket which has not yet begun to move, explains 
the Yugoslav magazine. Indeed, the vehicle looks 
very much like a space rocket, with a two-wing stab- 
ilizer m Ha upper part With his right hand Christ is 
trying to lift aboard the ship one of the people 
standing on the ground before starting on his way 
to the heavenly kingdom. 

Monks at Dechany, to whom experts turned for an 
empisnstion, replied that apparently the drawings of 
"ships" are pictures of the Sun end the Moon. 
According to New Testament legend, Christ was

is depicted rising in the west the monks could not 
say. 

One of the papers on the Dechany miracle refers 
to a hypolhesis saying that Christ was a man who 
came down to Earth from space. The magazine 
comments that such ideas are "overbold", that the 
hypothesis, if confirmed, "would basically alter the 
Biblical story about Christ". The frescoes, H is noted, 
showing objects obviously resembling sputniks, "baff- 
le layman and specialist alike." 

The Dechany "Miracle" is not unique. An icon in 
the Church Archaeology Study of the Moscow Theo- 
logical Academy, called The Resurrection of Jesus 
Christ and dating back to the 17th century, shows 
Christ in a streamlined container which vaguely 
resembles a spaceship standing on the ground. 
Smoke billows from both sides of the container's 
lower part, enveloping the legs of the engefs who 
watch from the sidelines. Just as on the Dechany 
fresco, Christ's right hand lifts a man (the church 
version identifies him with Adam). Eve waits for her 
sum on the other aide. 

The icon as surety of an apocryphal nature. There 
may have been a written version presenting a non- 
canonical view of Christ's resurrection and ascens- 
ion, but ff there is, nothing is known about It Poss- 

disappeared with time. Or perhaps the manuscript 
exists undiscovered, m which case H may have 
inspired scon (or mural) painters to present apace 
episodes.

Soviet radar spots UFOs 

MOSCOW - <AP) - A Soviet scientist says there 
may really be auch things as frying saucers from 
outer space. 

Soviet radar screens have detected unidentified 
tying objects (UFOs) for 20 years, he says. 

But Soviet scientists, like their collaagues in the 
West, are still puzzled sbout what such UFOs really 

The scientist* identified only ss F, Zigel, was writ- 
ing m the current Issue of the illustrated Soviet 



He offered five possible explanations for UFOs, 
including visitors from outer epace. He ceiled this 
alternative "extremely speculative '* 

"But," he added, "as the UFO problem has not 
yet been solved, different explanations, including 
extremes, ere possible." 

The article took the lid oH e subject rarely disc- 
eased in the press here. 

In the 1950s the Soviet press scoffed at American 
reports of flying saucers as just so much cold wsr 
propaganda. 

By those Soviet accounts, the Americans tried to 
explain assy the "saucers" as some sort of new, 
eecret Soviet weapon. 



Reports of flying saucers sighted in the Soviet 
Union, m the Caucasus and In Centra) Asia, also 
were ridiculed here. 

Than for several years the Soviet press remained 
at lent on the whole question ; the Cmena article show- 
ed that the UFO issue is being reopened, this time 
as an object of serious scientific study. 

Zigel was identified as one of the editors of a 



cation here. The book will discuss the possibility of 
living beings in apace end efforts to communicate 
with them. 

The chief editor of the book H B. P. Konstantinov, 
who, as a vice president of the Soviet Academy of 
Science, is one of this country's most respected 
scientists. 

In his magaiine erticla, Zigel said the "Angel 
Echo," a UFO detected by redsr, is constantly obs- 
erved by scientists at the Central Aerologies! Obs- 
ervatory near Moscow. 

Similar observations, he said, have been made as 
mi wnuw <9i«iv«, nu>ii«ii«, inuia mno japan, 

"The phenomena of the UFO today ahould be con- 
sidered es global," he edded. 

He rejected the idea that birds, insects or plant 
aeeds could cause auch reactions on radar screens. 

Zigel said there could be no doubt that UFOs 
etist "but the nature of these object* is still not 
understandable today/' 

Then he listed these five possible explanations: 

1. NONSENSE or invention. He said there was 
some untruth here, citing reports of people who 
Claimed to have ridden in flying saucers and others 
who threw hats in the air and then photographed 
"saucers'". But he rejected this alternative as killing 
the question rather than eolving iL 

2. AN OPTICAL illusion related to the distribution 
of light in the earth'i atmosphere, such as a rain* 
bow. The UFO, he said, is more complicated than 
that, however. 

S. A NEW SECRET flying apparatus of one of the 
military powers on earth. "No one holds this view 
now/ 1 ha said. 

4. AN UNKNOWN phenomena of nature, fust as 
radioactivity was unknown until the end of the last 
century, in this context, ionized particles and charged 
particles of dusi in the atmosphere were given as a 
possible explanation. But Zigel said, this does not . 
explain the color or maneuverability of UFOs or their 
appearance m good weather* 

6 SPACESHIPS from an advanced civilisation on 
another planet. Zigel said the apeed of UFOs supp- 
orts this theory. So does what he called "the fact" 
that no UFOs were ever refiabfy reported to have 
landed. 

Zigel called for "en ell-sided, thorough, scientific 
exploration 1 ' to clear up the origin of UFOs once 
and for all.

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Out of the clear, blue sky

WE ALL KNOW of accounts of objects which, 
during the psst coupls of hundred years, have been 
reported as falling down from tha sky, - and, often 
enough, from s clesr, cleudlsss sky. 

Scientist* and other experts hsve sought to ex- 
plain such "felt*" as meteorites, meteors, or - now- 
adays - a* something in connection with frying, ato- 
mic tests or the like- 
In the book "Le Matin des Magicians", by the 
Frenchmen, Louis Pauwels end Jacques 6ergier, vol- 
ume One gives reference to 40,000 notations of falls 
of such eetreordinary things. 

If we concern ourselves solely with two groups of 
objects - sneleorites and ice - then we find ourselves 
in an area where science and various other expert 
aource* are quite positive in their conclusions. 

Meteoric stones originate from cornels end planets 
which have disintegrsted, or from larger or smaller 
asteroids. The ice comes from airplanes - either 
formed outwardly or from the toitet 
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TK©r« It no doubt thai a great number . the 
meteoric fafla actually are remains of "natural" 
objects in apace - but not by any meant all of them. 

No doubt also, tome of the falls of ice are from 
aircraft de-icing or breaking off by tome other 
means; the theory about ice from the toilets is very 
doubtful, but even H we give thit theory a certain 
chance, then H atifJ explains only a very small part 
of the total number' of reported falls. 

Until the Rocket -edge's attempts to explain condit- 
ions m the Space 'around us began, a remarkable 
attitude prevailed within certain scientific circles in 
regard to that Space. 

Earth was the navel of the Cosmos, around which 
and about which everything turned. The moon and 
the planets and the stars were hung m the sky for 
Earth *s take, and between all the bodies outside of 
Earth's atmosphere wet this great empty Space, m 
which was to be found - absolutely nothing. 

But the rockets told another story - they had been 
out there. We can say then, that now ft is proven 
that Space is not empty. Among other things, dust 
has been registered. And it has become dusty in the 
space-capsule when the capsule door has stood 



It is proven also, that certain chemical reactions 
can, tn the course of a few seconds, form solid 
ssetter. (Einstein). 

As at! the planets ere bom in the same Cosmos, 
Ihrs means to say that the same elements or units 
which make up the "creation" are to be found in 
invisible form m this so-called empty Space. It 
"only" needs the right chemical reaction to take 
place for the whole to take solid form and to build 
up as planets, comets, meteorites or ic« - or for that 
matter, as many other things. 

H Is therefore quite plain to see that science can, 
and must, soon add a new chapter to that book about 
the 'factual" conditions in Space, which it is writing 
at this time. In this "book" it will be stated that, 
under certain conditions, solid matter is formed in 
tfmpty Space * as well as much* else - matter that 
can later fall Onto this planet or others as "shooting- 
stars" or as ice from an airplane's toilet. 

And H will be enormously difficult, - yet, almost 
impossible, - to differentiate between what are rem- 
ains of solid bodies, such as planets, comets or 
asteroids, and what is produced by some other 
meant. One might point to evidence of bacteria, but 
this just will not do, because bacteria can be gath- 
ered up from anywhere in the Cosmos. For example, 
our planet, just the same as other planets, has, 
during its journey through space, trailed behind itself 
s long tail of dust and bacteria. This dust and these 
bacteria are. caught up at some time or another by 
other heavenly bodies, in the same manner that we 
collect dust and bacteria from other worlds. 

In fact we need not go to all the great amount of 
trouble that we do, to sterilize the space-ships and 
probes which are to be sent up; - our bacteria has 
long been present on our sister planets and many 



other planets, just as "their bacteria" Wl 
long, long while living with us. 

Thus there exists great unexplored areas of res- 
earch with which science cen come to grips and 
team from; and when, finally, these are explained, 
the next natural step will bo to lesm how one can 
come to live without being "infected*' by bacteria. 

We are on the way; but for a while yet we shall 
be "infected" by bacteria, and believe that we can 
"infect" our sister planets' inhabitants with our bac- 
terra. For a while yet we ebaM only find moiooritoi 
that originate from planets, comets or asteroids, and 
ice which falls from the toilet -systems of airplanes. 
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Here, in e report just received from the United 
States, is an important break-through into the area 
of research mentioned in the efore-going article. With 
precision timing, wo now perceive that "- through 
condensation this dust eventually forms meteorites 
which are dense enough to bo attracted to a pla- 
net -".

»L A, Man finds Life in Space« 

THERE IS LIFE IN SPACE 1 

Chlorophyll, key compound of IHe on earth, exists 
abundantly in outer apace. 

These findings have been reported to a gathering 
of ax peris on Astronomy and Biodynamics meeting 
at the University of California at Berkeley by Dr. 
Fred Johnson of Electro-Optical Systems in Pasa- 
dena. 

Based on his findings, Dr. Johnson told the Berke- 
ley colloquium the pes ability that man is not eJone 
in the universe is excellent. 

The physicist, astronomer and biochemist told the 
Berkeley sessions, which opened Friday, that after 
13 years of research he had been able to identify 
interstellar dust and had found rt is composed larg- 
ely of the solid molecular substance chlorophyll and 
not ice or graphite as had been previously believed. 

'There is no reason to believe that we on this 
planet are unique". Dr. Johnson told the Her aid - 
Etaminer. 'There is very good evidence, on the 
other hand, that there may be similar forms of life 
throughout the universe". 

Dr. Johnson reported that although interstellar dust 
is very small with each grain having an average 
density of 10 to 26 grams per cubic centimeter, ho 
speculates that through condensation this dust oven* 
tually forms meteorites which are dense enough to 
be attracted to a planet 

SIMPLE PLANTS. 

Theae meteorites, he said, then deposit the IHe 
substance chlorophyll and, as on earth, undergo the 
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photosynthetic process to produce at *stC.nple 
plant forms. 

•The significance of my findings, ff correcV', Or. 
Johnson declared, "U that a case for lift chemistry 
in space can not only bo inferred but the end pro- 
duct can be looked upon as a form of life similar 
to that on earth". 

Johnson made his discoveries by observing the 
spectral lines of light absorption of interstellar dust. 
He found that h he dust absorbed light at a certain 
range of wavelength. 

identifying an element or compound by spectral 
Information is similar to identifying s human by his 
fingerprints. 

If has been known tfiat starlight contains many 
colors. Scientists also know that molecules or atoms 
in the path of star-tight are capable of absorbing a 
part of it 

This means that individual molecules can be ident- 
ified positively by the particular spectral portion of 
the light they absorb on a one-to-one basis. 

IN MILLIONS. 

Previous like studies of spectral lines indicated 
the pretence of hydrocarbons. But since the comb* 
{nation* of known hydrocarbon compounds extends 
into the millions, further extensive study was required 
to identify the major components of dust from this 
spectral information. 

Random testing of the possible hydrocarbon comp- 
onents of the interstellar dust would take several 
lifetimes. By systematic elimination of possibilities, 
Dr. Johnson reduced the field to porphyrins and 
carbotenoids, which are closely associated with 
chlorophyll. He compared the absorption band spec- 
tra of these substances in laboratory conditions aim* 
elating the extra-terrestrial environments of the dust 
end found that they matched. 

Further investigation through both spectroscopic 
studies end lesar research *■! the Electro-Optics? 
Systems revealed the substance in question to be 
chlorophyll. 

H some of this dust should reach a planet like 
Mars, could the chlorophyll photosynthcsite? 

"We have indications that life started here (on 
•arch) from outside". Or. Johnson declared. The 
same thing could happen there". 

To illustrate the point. Or. Johnson said he cond- 
ucted some experiments on rocks estimated to be 
4 % h billion years old. He found porphyrins, a "skele- 
ton" form of chlorophyll. 

Or. Johnson speculated that the same mechanism - 
condensation of dust into meteors, which are then 
attracted to planets - can be at work now ea well as 
in the past when earth was bom.

ject Stops Watches. A spokesman for Santa Maria 
Airport claimed todey that a anystertous flying ob- 
ject apparently stopped all electro-magnetic watches 
et the airport when H flew slowly over the island 
yesterday. He said a white cylindrical object was 
seen flying elowly in a north-westerly direction at 
a height of 33,000 feet*. Another report from Can- 
berra, Australia, published soon after Mariner II 
was photographing Mars, reads: "Did Mysterious 
Object Distort Mars Signals? A mysterious glowing 
object * hovering near Canberra Airport while the 
U.S. Mariner Space probe was taking pictures of 
Mars - has baffled experts in Canberra. Six members 
of the traffic control tower crew eaid the object 
hung suspended at about 5,000 feet for 40 minutes. 
It disappeared when en air force plane was sent 
out to identify H. Experts now are wondering if it 
was coincidence that the object was sighted shortly 
before nearby Tidninbifla tracking station was sched- 
uled to pick up Mariner signals.

Then there are cases o* 
people netting maneges end celeste! music on 
their tap* recorders. Only recently, Fate magazine 
published a tetter received from Myra Dee Kins of 
Sacramento, California, Jo which aha staled that 
while attempting 1o record a new aong she had 
created with the help of numerology, La,, »notes 
iorming the vibration of each word*, on a brand- 
new tape bought at a local store, she proceeded 
to pick the notes out on en organ and aing them 
on to the tape, She goes on to say: *1 then went 
10 turn off the tape recorder end found it had stop- 
pad. I reset 41 and played the notes over again. 
When f returned to the recorder to stop it, soma 
sort o4 a force field seemed to appear.

While, oven with an open mind, we cannot, un-

ate Wilbert B~ Smith, during his long end intensive 
tudy of the UFO Mystery- WBS, as most of you 
^now, was first end foremost a scientist *nd ho 
>iever accepted anything without careful checks and 
-rott-checks and only by this method *«t he re*- 
onabty euro of bis ground. But undoubtedly, be 
eceived ctoer-cut messages and confirmations on 
* variety of scientific and philosophical Miters 
root his space friends, the ^Boyi from Topside*, 
hrwgh a number of different media* One of these 
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aovntes was a local hem radio operator whef ) 
must bo clearly stressed, knew little If anything 
about Mr, Smith's work or scientific experiment* 
and most of the mcsutpos he received for WiJbod 
Smith, on en unidentified waveband, were complete- 
ly umnleNigibl* to him - although they made a lot 
of tonse to WBS. 

By this meant and with the usual, requested con* 
finnstion irnm other sources, Wilbert Smith received 
e tot of Invaluable guidsnco m his scientific work. 
The most dramatic incident, however, occurred when 
WBS and a email working party of the then Ottawa 
Flying Saucer Club were preparing to test out an 
experimental machine they had built- Just prior to 
this lost, the Boys from Topside broke Into the 
bam radio operator's listening, blanking out oil 
other stations and repeating insistently that they 
bad an urgent meiiige for Wilbert Smith which 
the operator was to pass on to him without delay - 
arid this he did. The message, couched in scientific

Hoo- 
ding this advice, WBS and his co-workers buift a 
protective wooden covering around the machine, 
after which they eel it In motion and, as predicted, 
the flywh ee l shattered, embedding the wooden 
boards with its shrapnel f 

Merve-ntio* on a Tape Recording. 

Another strange esperience occurred during an 
exchange of tape recording tetters between WBS 
end another UFO worker in the U.S. At the time, 
WBBS was in possession of certain scientific data 
which the Boys from Topside had asked him to 
hoop confidential for the time being. Inadvertently, 
WBS, more by implication than direct statement, 
lei siip a few clues to this scientific problem in 
a tap* -» £i#f to his Co 'league A wee it or so later* 
he received the tape beck from his friend, with a 
message asking if he would fill in the Wink specet 
on the tape. Puzzled, WBS ei ami nod the tape Care- 
fully and played it over, only to discover that in 
the places where he had let slip the teiJ-tale cfu*a, 
the sound had been nealfy erased and there was a 
slightly sticky substance on the tape in these areas ! 
The onty possible conclusion he could reach was 
that it was the work of the Boys from Topside. 

Here then, are two authentic cases of the Space 
Brothers using our electronic equipment for e speci- 
fic pu rp os e . 

Use of Television, 

Recently, the English magazine »Week-End* car- 
ried the following article, end while rt is written in 
a humorous. tongue-in--cheek vein. Its writer may 
have boon a tot closer to the truth than ho imagi- 
ned) To quote: »Tontghi you will probably art down 
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at home end watch your favourite te.evieion pro- 
gramme. Than you will forget all about it. But do 
you aver wonder what become* of old television 
programmes - apart from the ones they ahow on 
Sundays?! Do they just fade out and vanish ~ or 
do they keep travelling through space for ever, 
perhaps to be picked up by creatures on other 
planets? Fantastic — but scientists think it is pos- 
sible. After sit, we here in Britain were able to 
watch the OtyWic Games an Japan via a satellite 
in outer spsee. 

-Some scientists even think that weird cracklings 
and gibberish that occasionally come in on radio end 
TV programmes are really pirate programmes from 
other planets. And it is true that scientific listening 
posts have taped soma mighty odd sounds from 
apace which could come from some sort of intel- 
ligence, somewhere in the Universe. 

•Back in September, 1953, viewer* all over Eng- 
land were amazed when their screens suddenly 
carried the identification card and call letters of 
television station KLEE, in Houston, Tesss. A freak 

occurrence? - that's what the experts thought 

until redio engineers tried to contact KLEE, thou* 
sands of miles away across the Atlantic. -Station 
KLEE«, they were told, »has been off the air for 
all of three years, and since that time no KLEE 
identification card has been shown*. Where had 
that phantom picture been for three years? Why 
did it appear in Engl end? And how did it get back 
from wherever H had been. Nobody knows. So if, 
tonight, you should see an unidentified object on 
your screen ■ 

To Ufologists, the ides of watching a blsnk tele- 
vision screen for such phenomena is not so far-out 
- in fact, it might prove an interesting experiment 
for those of us who believe such things are pos- 
sible Coupled with a telepathic request to our 
apace friends, it might even produce results* That 
the idea has some scientific becking is shown by 
a recent article which appeared in the -Ottawa 
Journal" viz: 

•JLhtm" TV C oming from Outer Space?- 

Salt Lake City (AP) - A distinguished British astro- 
ftomer, Or. Fred Hoyle, speaks of the possibility 
of -live- TV from outer spice And by »live« he 
means people - outer space people, people who 
may live on planets like ours on the other side of 
the Mtlky Way. Hoyle thinks it's highly probable 
that such planets and people do exist So do a lot 
of other scientists. 

•They think some of the radio waves hitting the 
earth right now contain messages from those people 
and there is some scientific effort under wsy to 
decipher these messages, to tune into those radio 
waves, waves which would also transmit pictures. 

•What could we eee and hear on this -celestial* 
television? Hoyle, in his new book, -Of Men and 
Galaxies* (University of* Washington Press), says 
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some of these outer space civilizations havf 
further than we and would therefore be able to tall 
us, for example, how to avoid a nuclear war*. 

The Space Brothers Keep Their Word. 

As predicted by the Space Brothers in earlier 
Issues of Topside, they are keeping their promise 
to make themselves eeen more end more by the 
people of Earth. From the increased number of 
reports of sightings and landings of UFOs all over 
the world, there can be little doubt that our apace 
friends are now making an all-out effort to awaken 
us to their reality, and it is becoming daily more 
obvious thet they are prepared to use every peace- 
ful means within their considerable power to achieve 
their mixtion of goodwill Their purpose appeara to 
be two-fold: (1) To prevent a nuclear holocaust 
which may not only destroy Planet Eerth but also 
produce dire results on the entire Solar System 
and perhaps even further afield fn Outer Space;

asserted he was shot down by the British 
on March 14, 1945, after having been reassigned to the 
T/estern Front. He was held prisoner by the British in 
London and later in Brussels until his release in 1946. 
He departed for the United States from Bremerhaven, Germany, 
on December 26, 1951; entering the United States in New 
Jersey on January 7, 1952, and was subsequently naturalized 
in Miami during 1958. He is presently employed as a 
mechanic at Eastern Airlines, Miami, Florida.

Also, for the Bureau's information, there was re- \^ 
cently published (first printing June 1956) a book entitled f ^ 
_ "Flying Saucers - Serious Business", Itfle Stuart, Inc,, 

publishers, authored by Frank Edwards. This book is new In 
its third edition and i3 available in paperback, published 
by Bantam Books, and it is probably a contributing factor to 
the current controversy* \ 

i* 

In this book author Edwards points out that flying 
saucers were observed in the, spring of 19^6* in Scandinavia 
and Russia (which he points out is about a year from the date 
I I of the testing of the Alaroogonto atomic bomb), and the book 
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documents many reports throughout the world of UPOs since that 
date, and claims that 19°5 was the year of the greatest number 
of UFO sightings and that these were observed by multiple wit- 
nesses. It is author Edwards 1 contention that UFOs are space 
vehicles sent to observe activities on earth and the Air Force, 
which is charged with the responsibility of investigating IXFOs, 
has deliberately withheld information and given misleading 
explanations because it fears a mass panic by the public If 
the public were told the truth. 

The book describes UPOs as polished metal objects, 
radiating heat and light (sufficient to have burned witnesses 
who if ere too near), and emitting some force field that inter- 
feres with electromagnetic instruments and power sources. 
Colors range from brilliant white to dull reds and brilliant 
orange. Some objects have carried blinking lights. There are 
three basic shapes: 1) zeppelin-shaped ships up to 300 feet 
long; 2) disk-shaped objects ranging from a few feet In dia- 
meter to 100 feet, with many reported at about 30 feet diameter 
and 3) egg-shaped objects, which according to the author are 
the ones most recently sighted. 

* According to the book, the objects move silently and 
attain fantastic speeds, yet can hover motionless in mid-air; 
they have been reported to land and to take off with great 
speed, usually with a burst of light from the underside, which 
in some cases ha3 left the groupd beneath them scorched* 

Many of the persons named in the book who have re- 
ported them are reliable individuals, including law enforce- 
ment officers, military personnel on official duty, military 
pilots, commercial airline pilots, civilian defense officials, 
etc. A number of photographs of the objects have been repro- 
duced in tiie book, some reportedly taken by reputable persons. 
Many reported sightings are from atomic and missile research 
areas. 

Wreckage of crashed saucers has been reportedly re* 
covered on at least three occasions, In one case described as 
a magnesium alloy, in another as pure magnesium, and in a third 
case, attributed to an official of the Canadian government, the 
material was described as an exceptionally hard unknown metal, 
actually a matrix of magnesium orthosilicate which contained 
thousands of 15-micron metal spheres throughout, and showing 
evidence of micro-meteorites on Its surface. 
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A few witnesses have reported seeing crewmen who 
• ha\ct landed from the objects , who are described as three and 
a half to four feet tall, wearing what appear to be space suits 
and helmets. 

Author Edwards concludes this book with a prediction 
that in the near future UFOs will make an "overt landing" or 
deliberate contact with earth*

The IAC intelligence evaluation of this report reflected 
that "It is highly improbable that a Soviet operation is 
responsible for the unidentified flying object reports of 
September 20, 1957." 



Today, at an Executive Session of the IAC, 
General Hillard Lewis > Director, Air Force Intelligence , ~ 
advised that although the ADC has not completed its investi^ 
ic/ation of the evidence on this matter, there are continuing 
I indications that the object detected was an atmospheric 
•phenomenon . The radar pickups now reflect speed variations 
in the object*s course, ranging from 1,500 miles per hour to 
4,500 miles per hour. This latter speed is improbable 
according to U. S. scientific theory for any type flying 
object which this could conceivably be. General Lewis added 
A t that the present sun spots are associated with the peculiar 
radar activity throughout the globe and that this could have 
some cause for the captioned report.

The following information was obtained by Liaison 
Supervisor M.W. Kuhrts at the Intelligence Advisory Committee - Watch 
Committee - special meeting on September 21, 1957, relative to the 
captioned matter. The initial report in this matter was given by the 
U.S. Air Defense Command to the W hi te Bouse_ on September 20, 1957, 
reflecting that an unidentified fl ying object was picked up by radar 
station at Montauk Point, Long Island, New York, at approximately 
4 p.m., proceeding in a westward direction with an altitude of 
50,000 feet and a speed of 2,000 knots (approximately 2300 miles per 
hour). The radar station at Uontauk Point maintained an image for 
approximately one minute, and thereafter it was picked up by a radar 
station at Benton, Pennsylvania (Wilkes-Barre, Pennsylvania) , which 
coincided with the Montauk Point pickup and -was tracked by. Benson for 
approximately 9 minutes. Thereafter, jamming was reported by several 
radar stations westward as far as Chicago. 

The Watch Committee at its meeting on September 21 was told 
by the Air Defense Command that the original reports had been down- 
graded, since there was an 11-minute break in the tracking by the 
various radatf stations, and further that weather .-stations .? in the 
area were of the type which have in the past produced false radar 
"p'ips" and electronic information. Also, there were a number of 
Strategic Air Command planes in the Chicago area on a training flight. 
The Watch Committee was told thai the Air Defense Command has not 
completed its investigation of this incident; however, in any event 
it: was reported that the phenomena reported west of Buffalo, New York, 
were not related to the object as reported by Uontauk Point arid 
Benton, Pennsylvania. 

The Watch Committee concluded that, "It is highly improbablt 
that a Soviet operation is responsible for the unidentified flying^"

Firing Saucer Ibvtery Solved* 



On 30 July 191*7 DAB NEL30H was interviewed at bis office, 926 Perrine 
Building, Oklahooa City, Oklahoma, relative to his alleged solving of the 
* Flying Saucer lottery. 

Subject, whose age is 53, is at present engaged in practicing lav and 
is the agent for the Dual Parking Meter Company. Subject advised he Is 
married and has two sons, ages ssven and ten, residing at 2613 N+Y. 11* th 
Street, Oklahoma City, Oklahoma* Nelson stated he was a sergeant in Tor Id 
war I, being funded in action while serving with Company L, $8th Infantry, 
and that before entering the service he had an eighth grade education* After 
leaving the service he finished his education and graduated from the University 
ef Oklahoma in 1929* He advised that since 1929 be has practiced general 
law in both Hora&n and Oklahoma City, Oklahoma* 

Subject stated he notified the War Department by letter on 19 July 
19ii7* advising them of his discoveries concerning the Flying Sancer Mystery. 
He received an answer dated 23 July 19U7 advising his his letter had been 
referred to the Air Forces* NELSON stated be heard no sore fircm the War 
Department as of 29 July 19l*7j at which time he released his statement to 
the "Daily Oklahoma,* Oklahoma City local newspaper* 

Subject advised the basis for his theory concsming the Flying Saucer 
iftrstery was obtained tram simple Mperimanta which he conducted mile driving 
his automobile* KELSON stated he believed that many people had seen lights 
or shining objects oast onto their windshields and side ventilator windows 
of their automobile and reflected as a saucer or disc shaped object. He 
stated that the movement of the automobile, plus the fact that the glass was 
not a perfect mirror and passing objects could be seen in relation to the 
objects gave the* an appearance of great speed* 

Subject advised that the vibration of the ear gave the objects an 
appearance of rotating and that the reflections eauaad them to appear flat 
or saucer shaped* MELSOK stated that any gunber of objects might be seen 
according to tba direction that the car Is traveling and the nuzsber of bright 
objects being reflected onto the window* He further stated that these objects 
wight be seen In an ordinary window In a house according to the lighting 



conditions , and that the objects might be either vertical or horizonal. The 
subject related that any change in speed of the car resulted in a change in 
speed of the object, and that changes of direction resulted in a change In 
the angle of travel of the object* 

NELSON stated he has not talked to any persons that had actually seen 
flying saucers or discs but he believed that these reflections plus the 
excitement and hysteria caused by other reports has been the basis for most 
flying saucer reports* Subject also stated that this same theory could be 
true in relation to flying saucers seen ttom aircraft* 

Attached hereto is a detailed statement by KELSON covering his findings 
and explaining his solution to the so-called flying Saucer Itystery.

The most Impreaslve reports of the ao-called flying 
saucers or discs were those from aviators *ho claim they 
saw disc-shaped objects flying through the air in various 
formations at high altitudes and at a high rate of speed. 
The first report was from an aviator who stated that these 
so-called flying discs had a somewhat shiny appearance and 
would fly In formation and change their position from tiae 
to time. Most reports stated that they appeared in the late 
afternoon or about dusk. 

Kost all reports were to the effect that these objects 
had the appearance of an inverted disc or saucer, and some 
of them reported that they appeared to be rotating in their 
flight. 

The mystery of the flying saucers or discs may be sol- 
ved by the use of a little applied science along with a 
few simple experiments. 

These flying discs or saucers can be observed by any 
motorist traveling alonx the highways when the sun is 
oh in in ; on n.ost any afternoon or evening, Durln- the day- 
light most of these so-called fly in; discs are reflection? 
f r \>m the sun shining upon some bright object in or on the 
automobile driven by the obasrvsr. For instance , If you 
were driving In a north-westerly direction with the sun 
shinin ; on the handle of the front or rear door on the left 
side of the car, you may notice a shiny object appear in the 
vontilatioa wins of the window on the drivers left, if it Is 
opened to about a 45° angle* 



Thea« shiny c ; ecta may have various fora and there may 

* • 

be more than one, depending on the number of reflections. 
They Day appear to be In the sky when the driver looks through 
the ventilation wing glass* Their position In the sky depends 
upon* the angle at which the object la reflected in the ven- 
tilation wing and the position of the observer. They may have 
various forms but very frequently they are of a saucer shape 
or a flat shape when they appear to be In the sky* 

The ventilation wing during day-light lo not of course 
a perfect mirror, therefore t it appears to the driver or ob- 
server that he is actually looking through the ^lass into the 
sky. As he moves alon£, the bright objects appear to be 
traveling at a hi^h rate of speed in comparison with the 
stationary objects on the ground, or the distant horizon, that 
he sees through the window, or in comparison with the fairtly 
silhouetted objects on the landscape which at times are re- 
flected in the window. 

The flying saucer appears to be traveling in the same 
general direction as the automobile but sometimes a little to 
the right which rakes it appear that it will eventually cross 
the drivers path. The apparent flight direction of the 
saucer is due to the an^le of the ventilation win; glass in 
its relation to the direction in which the car is traveling. 
The nonbor and position of the saucers reflected in the »lass 
depend upon the number and contour of objects reflected there- 
in by the sun. Bright objects on a car approaching from the 
rear may cast such reflections on your ventilation win.3 in 
the daytime.

If the v^nti: ,ion wins windc./ woro a p€ act mirror the 
objects causing the reflections would appear therein , as well as 
all other objects within range, but the ventilation win ; being 
a sort of a semi-mirrOr, does not reflect the objoct but only 
the bright spot, which leaves the impression that the observer 
is actually looking through the glass and that the object act- 
ually aopears to be in the sky, or at times a lon^ distance 
away. These results are best obtained in the late afternoon, 
or after sun down. 

The aviators who reported seeing flying discs or saucers, 
undoubtedly were seeing the reflection of bright objects in or 
on their own plane. They saw the;n as reflected in ti-eir canopy 
or wind shield, .but failed to recognize the:r as reflections. 
Otherwise they were reflections from other air craft. 

As the aviator traveled along observing the movement of 
the disc in comparison with the mountains, clouds or station- 
ary objects on the earth, made them appear to be traveling at 
a high rate of speed. The sloping angle of the aviators 
wind-shield and his position in the plane r^ade it appear that 
the discs were in the sky. The position of the discs also 
defend upon the position of the observer and the angle at which 
they are reflected In the glass. 

Some of the reports stated that where there were more

than one flyinj disc, they appeared to be fastened together 
and frequently performed a dipping or risin \ motion and -hen 
one would dip, they vrould all go thro-;>;h th* same /otion sim- 
ultaneously.

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These appear best when the approaching car is some distance 
away, perhaps a quarter or half a mile* The results at ni^ht 
may not be as impressive as those in the late afternoon because 
at ni,^ht your ventilation wing window r.akes a more perfect 
mirror and the passing landscape is not as pronounced, therefore 
the reflections therein are more easily detected as reflections. 
In the late afternoon, however, you havo a feeling that you are 
actua.ly looKin^ thro i*h the glass and the reflected objects 
appear -..ore real. The sun shining on a bright rin*; on your fin- 
ger with your hand resting on the steering wheel may cast disc- 
like reflections in your wind shield. The form of the reflect- 
ion will ae;end upon the ornamental decorations on your ring. 

Ihe rear door handle on rr.y automobile reflects nine beau- 
tiful, little, silver, flying discs in the brl^t sun-light. 
These appear in the lower part of the ventilation >dn^ and when 
traveling on a level highway, they appear to be racin; along 
with me at the road side. These nine discs appear in a form- 
ation of two rows of four each, with the ninth one in the lead 
at the center of the formation. They appear as whirling pro- 
pellers in a vertical position.' These di3cs also have stream- 
ers which are due to the curveture and decorative pattern on 
the handle. VJhile traveling north in the early afternoon undor 
a bright sun, these nine discs appeared far below to my left, 
racing up the valley at a terrific rate. 

Tou may be able to see flying discs in your own home. 
If you will turn on a email electric light In the hall-way 
and then took through the window at the other end of the hall, 
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you may 3 ;e as many as three flying di3cs from one electric 
ll^ht bulb, «hich may have rcora or less of a ball shape. These 
discs many tiraos appear as inverted saucers, a;;d if you will 
change your position slowly you will saa thai, the;,* change their 
position also. Thoso are beat observed in the l«te afternoon 
or between sun do-n und dusk, *fren it a.v^urs to you th&t you 
are morely looking through the window pane at the discs sus- 
pended in the distance* As darkness cornea on, the window pane 
becomes a more perfect ciirror *ind your discs appear as reflect- 
ions in a mirror. 

To watch the disca* through your ventilation ln; t sail 
along fdth ysu as you drive through the county, becomes very 
fascinating, especially if you use a little imagination* It 
nay absorb your thoughts completely f tharafors, I :ould admon- 
ish automobile drivers watching the flying discs, tj be cautious 
and not run off the road or into some othsr car, 

Sono of the reports on flying saucers, heretofore not ex- 
plained in this article, such as those reported seeing bright 
flashes in the sky, were no doubt reflected sun-light from 
pianos. These li^yit beam3 chanced to erorss the line of vision 
o* the observer. They frequently appear very brilliant and 
may more or less blind the observer for an in3taht# If the 
plane is vary high it may not be seen by the observer, which 
may be due to impaired vision or the great height at which 
the plane is flying. Y/e very often get these samo blinding 
flashea from automobile wind-shields, Many of the reports 
around July 4th. vera incited by various forms of fire works. 
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Some reports stemmed from pure imagination or hysteria, while 
Others were deliberate hoaxes* Any other reports can be ex* 
plained if all the surrounding facts are known. 

Most all of tho reports end descriptions of the flying 
saucers coincide so clearly with the findings herein, that 
there could be no doubt but that we have tho correct solution. 

The foregoing statement may not be coached in precise 
scientific terms, and may not be scientifically exact, how- 
ever, we believe it is so worded that the average layman can 
understand it and thst it is sufficiently correct to prove 
the proposition* 

Personally, I do not believe that the so-called flying 
saucers or the solution thereof, are of any military value, 
unless the Government wished to retain this information for 
the psychological effect upon any potential enemy nation, 
such as Germany did in regard to their so-called secret 
weapons during the war.

6a 13 October 1950 Atomic Energy Security Patrol Trooper, Edward * m X3^$/*^ 
arA a caretaker, John Moneymaker, frcn the Ualverslty of Tennessee He search -F**^ 
at Oak Ridge , saw an object at ahoufc 12,000 to 1%000 feet above Solowa/ Gate : "* 
of the "Control Zona." This object appeared to be an aircraft which was starting 
to make an outside loop, trailing smoke behind. Soon these two mn realised that 
the formerly described smoke behind the aircraft vas a tall. This object 
continued to descend la a controlled dive, much slover than aa aircraft wild 
dive, and when it approached the ground It levelled off and flew slowly, parallel 
to the ground. This object cams within two hundred and ten (210) feel ef the • 
two obeervors and was paralleling the #*ound at approximately the speed that a 
nam could walk, at a height of approximately six (6) feet. Trooper Bymer attempted 
to approach the object but aa he approached the object became smaller and started 
moving in a southeasterly direction. This object is said to have approached a 
nine (9) foot cyclone chain link fence and made a controlled movement to clear 
the fence , then a VlUow tree, then a telephone post and wire, after which Hie 
object gained nomentvn and altitude and cleared a hill at approximately one (1) 
mile away. The object appeared to be pear shaped. Vhen this object was otmr the 
hill It was still visible as the same sired object that was observed when oaly 
fifty (50) feet away. (The explanation given was that this object grew larfler 
as It gained altitude and speed.) 

Approximately five minutes later the object appeared ag&la having reappeared ' 
from approximately the same location from which it had disappeared. The object 
was seen again five mlntues later for approximately tea second. 

During the above happenings, Mr. John Moneymaker had visual reference of 
this object during Its first slight for approximately seven minutes. Trooper 
Byiner was interrupted twice during which times he called his headquarters la am 
attempt to got other observers . Also, during the fantastic fllgit of this 
object, Trooper Rya*r stopped Mr. X. V. Eififrtower, who was on the higrway la hie 
vehicle, to verify what was being seen. Mr. Elghtower's statement substantiates 
the description as before. 

By the time the object appeared the second time, Joe Zarceokl, Capt. of the 
Atonic Energy Commission Security Patrol, was present and also witnessed this '

•This modesty of Moneymaker, his faaily and his neighbors is reportedly the 
result of a visit one nigiit recently from several species of intelligence officers

John Moneymaker stopped at Kerr Hollow gate where I was on duty 0otol>er 15, 1950, 
3:20 P.M. He and I observed what appeared to be a skywriter In the air. He vai 
quarter of the way throu^tt a letter "O^. The object appeared to be 12,000 to 15,000 
feet hlA and east by north of the fftte, approximately ooa Mile listanoe fro* the Mti, 
At this tin*, the site appeared to be about the site of a four or five passenger plant.

The object continued In this manner until It he 
passed over the ridge south of Solway road and disappeared. 

About five minutes later, Capt. Zartecld drove up and ae he came down the road I remark 
that X wished It would show up again so be could see it. We looked toward the ridge 
and saw it again. The object was moving from west to east about 8 or 9 fast above the 
field south of the fence. Its speed was about 15 to 20 miles per hour. I motioned far 
Capt. Zartecki to hurry out of hie oar* He came over to where we were standing on the 
first island ffroa the gatehouse. Capt* Zartecld looked to ubere X pointed sod saw the 
object israedlately. At this time, the object was about 200 feet high and ascending 
at about ^5 degrees in a southeast direction. Ve saw It for about 60 seconds before it 
disappeared at about 1,500 to 2,000 feet. Xt had a bladder or pear shape at this time. 

In about five more minutes .4 ^ sav It again about 20 degrees above the 

center island house , Xt had pear shape again and appeared to be about the same site 
as a small pear. The object was moving west at about 20 miles per hour. It continued 
vest about 50 feet above the road until we lost It In the glare of the sun. This was 
the last tiro It appeared. Sons of us noticed any odor at any tims. 

Vhen I first saw the object diving, its speed was very slow. Xt was much slower than 
a plane could dive. On the ^5 degree downward slant, it slowed even more. Vhen it 
moved across the road, Hie speed was about 15 miles per hour. During the upward slant, 
the speed was much faster than the downward slant and it must have been Increasing in 
site because as it drew away, we could see it Just as plainly and about the same six* 
as when observed up close. 

The wind direction was north-northwest and 8 ME, according to the Enorville Weather 
Station.

Mr. Holland described the weather balloons aa being 30 grams which 
rise at 60O feet per minute, and are released frta the 1=10 plant. Ike 
captlTe Blimp Is stationary and Is allowed to rise from a cable to an 
altitude of 1500 feet. The trill oons are ocmpoeed of "pigments of e/nthetlc 
rubber " and vary In color, which colore are organic and, therefore , would 
not cause any reflection on radar equi js*nt . Mr. Holland advised that 
radar readings nay be received frcm echoes, off of moisture aaturated clouds, 
certain types of thernoc, scs» water droplets, and listening, but he had 
never heard of the reflection of radar waves from radio active material 
although such reflection eeems possible If enough radio active material 
was releaeed to cause lcnitetlcn of particles of air. However, no radio 
aotlr* Mt^rlal la tnovn to h*^e bem rtlta^d •cofdeatly or UUnt l^l 1 y
